Continuing, his Lordship said “ let us see what 
was the foundation of the condemnation in the 


fiunch courts, I is stated that by their 
madinaace all ships are to be confiscated 
whensnever on Guard those’ “ships shall be 
Joundla supercarga, inerchant, commissary or 
shuel aflicer being an enemy, but | say they 
fad nu right by making such an ordinance to 
hind other nations.” What was the ratio 
devidendt in this case? The decision was 
based on Uhe ground that the French courts 
had, mn accordance with a French ordinance 


which was opposed to international Jaw, decid: 


ed that a-ship was Hable to be condemned 
merely because she carried’ on board an officer 
whose nationality was that of the enemy. Such 
then was the view expressed by Lord Kenyon 
as to the value and effect of a French ordi- 
. nance which, departing fromthe recognised 
custom of nations, decreed that a ship 
nvjght bescondemned merely because she 
tartied an officer of the nationality of the 
enemy. Applying the principle of that case to 
the present case, | say that the Russian de- 
ciaration including provisions among the list 
ol aiticles absolutely contraband and so depart:

Hrometheus Unat the term ‘law! as applied to 
ihis recognised system of principles and rules 
nown as ijoternational law is an inexact ex- 
pression, that.there is, in other words, no such 
thing a8 international law; that there cf be 
no such law binding upon all nations inasmuch 
as there is no sanction for such law, that is to 
say, that there is no means by which obedience 
to such law can be imposed upon any given 
uation refusing obedience thereto. I do nat 
concur in that contention, In my opinion a 
lav anay be, established and become inter- 
national, that is to say, binding upon all nations, 
hy the agreement of such nations to be bound 
thereby, although it may be impossible to en- 
force ubedience thereto by any given nation 
party to the agreement, The resistance of a 
nation to a law to which it has agreed does not 
derogate from the ‘authority of the law because 
that sesistance cannot, perhaps, be overcome. 
Such resistance merely takes the resisting 
nation a brenker of the law to which it has 
yiven its adherence, but it leaves the Jaw, to 
the establishment of which the resisting nation 
was a party, still subsisting. -Could it be suc- 
cessfully contended that because any given 
person or hody of persons possess for the time 
being power to resist an established municipal 
Inv such law had no existence? The answer 
* q such a contention would be that the law still 
exisied, though it might not for the time being 
he’ pussible ta enfurce obedience to it. My 
answer tu the first question put to me by the 
aiberdtoe must therefore, for the reasons Ihave

as contended: by Mf, Sharp, or not; ‘for in-my 
opinion even if it were in full force and effect 


it would have no application tothe facts of 
this case. To have made that rule apply, the 
ports traded to must have been totally closed 


“before the war to all but Japanese subjects ; 


and must only have been opened to others after 
the war, and because of the pressure and neces- 
sity of the war due'to the preponderatiny naval 


supremacy of the belligerentenemy, In point of 


fact no such pressure and necessity has existed 
in this war‘on the part of Japan. Owing to the 
fortunes of war the naval forces of Japan have 
from the outset of the war gained an ascen. 
dancy securing immunity to her ports from the 
naval force of {he enemy. It is found as a fact 
by the Arbitrator ‘that since a time prior to 
1894, that is to say for a period of ten years 
previous to the charter of the Prometheus— 
foreign vessels, meaning thereby’ vessels other 
than Japanese, have been allowed to trade 
freely under treaty willl certiin” ports: ordiné 
arily known as ‘Treaty Ports,and under special 


licence with certain other ports ‘known as}: 
Hon-trealy ports; and it appears asa further 


fact that the Osaka Shosen Kaisha had per- 


mission from the Japanese Government before 


the outbreak of war to employ foreign ships in 


trading (o non-treaty ports. The Arbitrator 


adds that this privilege was extended by Japan 


to foreign vessels irrespertive of the question of 
peace or,war, | entirely concur in this finding, 
which is supported by clear’ documecatary 
In my opinion, trading under the 
licence of one belligerent piven tinder such 
circumstances dues not render a neutral ship 
liable to capture by the other betligerent. My 
answer to the second question is that the line 
on which the Osaka Shosen Kaisha intended 
to employ the Prometheus was not a ‘ privilege 
ed’ one; and that, at the time when the Master 
of that ship refused to load provisions for a 
voyage to Japanese ports between Kobe and

Coming now to the answer to be given le the 
third qiestion pul by the Arbitrator, It is con:

Prometheus wou'd as a fact, rightly or wrong: 
ly, have been captured if found by a Russian 
cruiser carrying provisions, and have ‘been 
laken toa Russian Prize Court for adjudica- 
Linn, it was, in view of the exception in clause 
one of the charter party with respect to "arrest 
and restraint of Princes, Rulers, and peoples,” 
the duty of the charterers to refrain from load- 
ing on the Prometheus anything that would .or 
might render such ship liable to be captired 
and taken in for adjudication ; and that if the 
charterer in disregard of that alleged duty 
offered cargo the carriage of which would ren- 
der the ship liable to such restraint, it was the 
right and the duty of the Master to deciine to 
receive and lond, and if already loaded, to un- 
Jnad such cargo. Itmay be conceded that where 
there isasa facta risk of capture, such risk 
would amount toa“ restraint of Princes " within 
the exception in clause one of the charter party, 
whether the capture would or would nat be 
lawfully made, é¢., made in accardance with 
international law; butte entitle the owners of 
the Prometheus to the benefit of that exception, 
the risk apprehended must hive been so direct 
and imminent as to render capsure almost cer- 
tain. The casesdo not vo beyond this, that 
the Master of the Prowetheus might have un-" 
loaded as he did at Kobe had he had a reason: 
able apprehension of his ‘ship being captured 
had h- attempted to sail from Kobe with the 
goods on board. There was, hawsy r, at the 
time he unloaded and refused to carty provi- 
sions no cause for such apprehensiuns on the 
part of the Master. Japan had at that time 
secured a naval supenorily which must have or 
should have freed the Master from any such
